If  tonight’s  game  is  level  at  full  time  then  extra  time  will  be 
played.  If  the  scores  are  still  level  then  a  second  replay  will  be 
necessary  on  Saturday  18  September,  kick  off  at  3.00  pm. 

Canvey  lost  the  toss  for  the  choice  of  venue  so  the  2nd  replay  will 
be  at  Basildon.  F.A.  regulations  for  all  F.A.  Cup  matches 
require  all  ties  to  be  replayed  until  there  is  a  result.  Penalties  are 
never  used  to  complete  a  tie.  If  there  is  a  result  tonight  then 
Canvey’s  next  match  is  at  home  to  Great  Wakering  on  Saturday. 


Last  week’s  visitors  Maldon  Town  hope  to  complete  a  deal  this  week 
which  will  see  them  sell  their  existing  ground  for  building  development. 
They  have  plans  to  use  the  money  to  pay  off  their  crippling  debts  and  to 
erect  a  new  ground  and  clubhouse  on  a  green  field  site.  The  new  ground 
will  include  no  less  than  four  pitches,  including  an  all  weather  training 
pitch.  Facilities  for  the  Maldon  ladies  hockey  and  soccer  teams  are  also 
included.  Under  their  new  management  the  club  has  now  been 
expanded  from  two  to  eight  boys*  teams,  and  they  have  every  intention 
of  becoming  a  powerful  force  in  local  soccer  in  the  near  future.  They 
hope  to  have  their  new  ground  ready  for  the  start  of  next  season  but 
ground-sharing  in  the  early  matches  cannot  be  ruled  out. 

Meanwhile  Brentwood,  pencilled  in  to  ground  share  with  East  Flam 
until  their  own  ground  is  ready,  have  been  ably  assisted  by  the  league 
fixtures  secretary  who  has  been  able  to  arrange  that  their  first  five 
fixtures  are  all  away  from  home. 


A  Canvey  F.C.  Official,  who  shall  be  nameless  to  spare  her  blushes,  has 
ordered  a  sign  which  reads:- 

”NO  PLAYING  FOOTBALL  WHILE  THE  MATCH  IS  IN  PROGRESS.” 
She  didn’t  specify  whether  it  was  for  display  in  the  home  or  the  away 
dressing  room.
